That SK0R7.EIJT represented a 
Spanish arras factory (possibly aETIA) and attempted to conclude a contract with 
20717 . Reports further indicate than SFOEZZITY is in contact with a group of . 
ex-S3 officers in ST AIM, but that these officers are relatively not important 
aitf are pernitted to remain in oFAIiT as a nsrl: of gratitude for t^ir help in 
the Spanish civil war. • ' 

Information regarding the alleged visit of General RSHSR to EGYPT’ is conflict- 
ing although the preponderance indicates that R3M3R did in fact visit EGYPT. There 
ia no information as regards '.®2Vs activity wHLle in EGYPT.

c # In 11-52-53 1 -I CC'SHJiit denied that he represents the AST’A Spanish arms 
factor;/. He stated t-~at *ie was visiti.-r-* ElTXTT for the sole purpose of develop- 
ing sales outlets for sma of the Spanish firr*s he represents none of vMc’n deal 
in arms. The office of the Arrty Attache has no Information to the effect that 
CKCRZEHY concluded an arms contract with EOYTT.

4. SEORl'.SKT's activities in STAIR. 

a. Except as indicated above, preparing officer has no information with 
regal'd to SKO{2El3Y*s contacts with Spanish armament concerns. However, in tills 
connection C- 33-53 and It-35-53 are of interest. 

b. As reported in Hr- 154-53 > source stated that SF0RZ3HT remains in MADRID 
with a groun of former S r > officers who were associated with Admiral CAHARIS* AJBWEHR. 
Source describes these Germans as being unimportant and that they are in MADRID 
withthe knowledge of the Spanish Govt and they are permitted to remain as a gesture 
of appreciation for the help given F LA'-CO during the Spanish civil war. 

5. RISER'S activities in CAIRO. 


a. The principal reports received by this office which tend to verify a 
visit by RE; GSR to EGYFT have emanated from the German Embassy in Cairo. (See R017-53 
and it- KA-53.) One German ex- officer, a member of the German mission in Egypt, 
advised preparing officer that he had to knowledge of REllSVs visit. The source of 
- R-154^-53 disclaims knowledge of this visit. On the other hand, Jhas provided 

me with the following reports: 


(1) "On 10 April 1953 , German newspapers reported that General Otto Ernst 
HEMER, a fugitive from German police, fled frora Germany to Egypt, He had 
attempted unsuccessfully to obtain anointment as adviser to Egyptian Arty. 

He is rumored to be enroute to South America." 

(2) "Col Gerhardt I3RTEHS facilitated RSMSR'S entry into Egypt and is 
hiding him in '-is home. (Egyptian source: F-6) n (Comment: MERTEN.R is probably 
Major CerOardt VEHTII-S. See VL£13t52 and ‘ IU152-53. )‘ • 


(3) "RE"?; arrived in Egypt in ea^ly Inarch 195?. Brought at request of 

VOSS with connivance of Ef-.^tian Consul General at HA ,# 3U : 'G to help in para- 
military trainii^ of Egyptians. (3.6 )* . 
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b • On the eve ni nr of 12 '-fey l' !> 53 > t h e German Ambassador, during a conversa- 
tion with preparing officer, told '-reraring officer that be had unimpeachable 
information to t^e effect that R3MRR left Cairo on or about 23 April after a 
visit in Cairo of - about t^ree weehs. He raid 3M7? had entered EOTPT by means 
of an “Arab State" passport w^ich ho had secured in Uiid!, SWITZERLAND. The Ambassador 
said that RE 'ifL hod left A* TARA with a destination of either BEIRUT or DAMASCUS 
and had departed in Arab garb, When preparing: officer questioned the Ambassador 
regard j nt the source of t K is infornation, Mr. FAWSLbS refused to disclose the 
source but said t^e source was completely trustworthy and had personally seen 
.rarsi in EGITT. 

c. This office is unable to ^rovide any information with regard to the 
possibilit- V-»t JIE3H may represent groups in GERMANY willing tc advise the 
Egyptian Army on guerrilla warfare. 

6. Information on Egyptian Army contacts with other German officers with neo- 
K&7.1 reputations, and efforts to enlist their services. Very little information 
is available on this subject. &-154-53 describes the connection between Mr, 

BEISSK3R who source states is now the WERWOLF representative in Egypt, and the 
GRAND MUFTI. This sama renort also describes the relations between Dr. VOSS 
and the GRAND MUFTI, These relations are being watched closely since Dr. VOSS 
appears to be high in the favor of the Egyptian Government. Verification of 
close association between VOSS and the GRAND MUFTI and SKORZENI and BSISSNER 
with VOSS together with the possibility that REMER did visit EGYPT and maintained 
liaison with VOSS indicates the possiUlity that the Egyptian Government is inter- 
ested in contacting such neo-HAZI organizations as the WEREWOLVES, DAS REICH, 
the ABWEHR officers in MADRID, and others. 
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
